Selectmen’s Report 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


In accordance with the requirements of the General 
Laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, we here- 
with submit our report for the year ended December 31, 
1943. 


Immediately following the annual town meeting, the 
Committee provided by law for the purpose, met and 
unanimously appointed Edwin A. Graves as military sub- 
stitute for Selectman James Filipkowski, and the board 
has therefore had it’s full membership during the year. 


Most of the duties of the board have been routine, 
since under today’s conditions, no large expenditures can 
be made, due to lack of materials and labor. We feel, 
however, that our highways have been kept in good shape 
as possible with the reduced funds available under State 
grants, but we do think it will be advisable to take advan- 
tage of the State and County grants for Chapter 90 Main- 
tenance in 1944, and we are asking a $500 appropriation 
for the town’s share of this work, as well as an increase 
in the Winter Roads appropriation. 


Our Welfare problem has been quite simple this year, 
and our expenditures very low. The case load on Old Age 
Assistance has been somewhat reduced during the later 
months of the year, due to the new law effective in Sep- 
tember which applied definite exemptions and contribu- 
tions on the earnings of Lable relatives, but we do not 
feel that any reduction in our 1944 appropriation is in 
order, since new cases and emergency payments, to which 
this type of welfare is especially liable, are constantly 
eccuring. Aid to Dependent Children requires an in- 
creased appropriation due to a known increase in active 
cases. 


| In common with other municipalities, we anticipate 
a considerable problem in connection with discharged 
service men, and plans are being developed for advice and 
aid. In this connection, special attention is called to the 
advisability of recording all discharge papers with the 
Town Clerk, so that permanent records may be available 
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locally in case of loss of papers, etc. No charge is made 
for this service, and it may prove very valuable at some 
future time. 

Maintenance of our highway truck has been quite 
expensive due to the age of the vehicle, but it is now in 
good condition, and under normal service should not 
prove too costly in the coming year. We also believe that 
our snow removal facilities have been considerably im- 
proved by recent changes that have been made. 

We call particular attention to the Balance Sheet in 
this report, and to the report of the Collector of Taxes, 
both ot which indicate an exceptionally good financial 
condition of the Town. We are recommending to the 
town meeting, with the approval of the Finance Board, 
the purchase of an additional $10,000 in Government 
Bonds, both as an evidence of patriotism and as a proper 
investment for the town’s surplus funds, anticipating the 
time when machinery, equipment, highways, bridges and 
welfare may require extensive expenditures. In our opin- 
ion, it is preferable to maintain the present moderate 
tax rate and accumulate surplus funds, rather than to 
lower the rate now and face a large increase in the not- 
too-distant future, when it might be difficult for our 
citizens to pay the increased assessments. 

We again wish to thank the members of the War 
Price and Rationing Board for the good job they are do- 
ing, and to the public we want to convey our strong feel- 
ing that the Rationing Board is doing everything possible 
under the rules and regulations of O.P.A. to give our 
citizens their full quota of every rationed item, and we 
are sure that any properly presented request for special 
rations will be granted all that government limitations 
will allow in the particular case.

To the Citizens of Whately: 


I have completed a check of the books of the various 
town officials, and make the following report of my find- 
ings: 


The treasurers have paid orders as follows: 


Selectmen’s Orders $36,440.14 
School Committee’s Orders 21,596.10

Taxes have been deducted 454.78 


Actual payments as per their reports $57,581.46 


The books of Albert B. Zaskey were checked upon the 
election of F. Lyndon Scott, and the sum of $24,367.99 , 
was found to be due and payable to the new Treasurer, 
and this amount was paid over to and accepted by Mr. 
Scott. The Treasurer has in his possession and due the 
Town of Whately on December 31, 1943, the sum of 
$36,814.37, this amount being verified by a check of the 
bank’s statement and-actual count of cash on hand. There 
are no unpaid orders outstanding. Purchases of U. S. 
War Bonds in the amount of $5,000 for the establishment 
of a Post-War Rehabilitation Fund was authorized by a 
special town meeting and 214% Treasury Bonds of that 
amount were purchased from Surplus Revenue under 
Chapter 5 of the Acts of 1943. It is recommended that 
further purchases be made this year. 

The Treasurer holds Tax Title deeds amounting to 
596.60, this being for a single parcel of land, and Land 
Court foreclosure proceedings are under way to clear the 
town’s title to this lot so that it may be sold and returned 
to the tax list. 

My check of the Tax Collector’s records shows total un- 
collected taxes of $9,534.14, composed entirely of 1942 
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and 1943 Property levies. Again a new low record for out- 
standing taxes has been set. The amount of $51.56 unpaid 
on Motor Vehicle Excise is principally from the Decem- 
ber commitment which was not due until after Dec. 31st. 
No borrowing was made during the year, and there 
are no outstanding loans. 
The balance sheet presented herewith shows the town 


to be in even better financial position than last year.

I herewith submit my annual report of the Fire De- 
partment for the year 1943. 


During the year the firemen answered 38 calls, as

This past year there has been no total losses in the 
Town and no fires of very serious nature. 


I would like to recommend again, that the Town give 
consideration to making some of our water supplies a 
little more accessible. And further recommend the con- 
tinuation of the Fire Department Reserve Fund. And 
further consideration should be given to the purchase of 
additional small hose for the purpose of fighting forest 
fires. 


The Fire Department account was overdrawn a few 
dollars this year, due to the fact of the increase in the 
pay of the firemen and six calls more answered than 
previous year. An itemized account of the expenditures 
of the Fire Department appropriation will be found 
elsewhere in this report. 

Much to my surprise there are a good many citizens 
who do not realize that we have a second piece of appara- 
tus which was built in 1942, by the members of the de- 
partment, from the appropriation made in 1942. 
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The Firemen’s Association this year has purchased a 
gas mask and your Chief has made arrangements for the 
use of an oxygen tent and also the use of an ambulance 
when these emergencies arise. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank the men 
of the department for their able assistance and coopera- 
tion in answering alarms and attending the fires, also all 
others who assisted the department in any way.

Dear Mr. Heafey: 


I submit to your Board, herewith, my third annual re- 
port as Superintendent of Schools for Whately, covering 
the calendar year 1948. 


It has been a satisfactory year, generally, in the 
schools, for we have kept things going very smoothly 
with the fine co-operation of a veteran staff personnel, 
have managed to obtain ample supplies of almost every 
kind, and have had fine bus transportation. Above all, 
and despite queernesses in price regulations, and there- 
fore in our costs, we have stayed well within our 1943 
Budget. I shall report on various phases of the School 
Department’s concerns under separate headings, as fol- 
lows: 


SCHOOL PERSONNEL 


Everyone interested in population trends may obtain 
interesting information by comparing the Age-Grade 
tables in my two preceding reports with the table fol- 
lowing. 
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It will be noted that this year’s total number of pups 
is a little lower than that of last year, which may mean 
absolutely nothing in view of the frequent moves of fam- 
ilies away from or into the town,—there have been many 
such moves in 1943. Of course, this shifting of pupil per- 
sonnel is as much disadvantageous to the school as to 
the pupils concerned; it means breaking continuity of 
performance, and loss of time in efforts to ascertain ac- 
complishment; but every such problem has been met and 
overcome very successfully. 


Our teaching staff personnel remains as it was last 
year, the teachers and their assignments being :— 


Center School: 
Mrs. Dorothy MacKay, Principal Grades 1 and II 


Miss Jennie Smith Grades III and IV 
East Whately School: 

Mrs. Marion Hager, Principal Grades V and VI 

Miss Camella Maiewski Grades VII and VIII 


Other appointments made during 1943 were as in 1942, 
being as listed later in these pages. The reports of the 
school physician, school nurse, and the supervisors of art 
and music are also enclosed, and give specialized state- 
ments as to their work. 


BOOKS, SUPPLIES AND EQUIPMENT 


Maintaining our text-book sufficiency has been compli- 
cated only by the exigencies of transportation,—they 
have been sent us, at times, in quantity and kinds not 
always reconcilable with order data; which is merely one 
of War’s minor results. Their cost has not increased 
markedly. 


Supplies are different from books, however. All have 
increased in cost,—some slightly, some amazingly; some 
are simply unobtainable in pre-War form. We have been 
very fortunate, to date, in fulfilling our needs fairly ade- 
quately. 


The buildings and equipment are in very fair condition, 
considering the times; though some few definite changes 
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should be very much in order after the War, and these 
may well be mentioned now by way of placement on 
record :— 

New main entrance and exit doors are needed at East 
Whately School,—I am informed that the present padiock 
on the entrance doors is the only kind of lock that sur- 
vives the attention of certain types of individuals outside 
school hours; but I would dearly like to see some rather 
massive doors placed there at some future date. 

At the East School, too, considerable plumbing must be 
renewed eventually,—naturally, it is simply out of the 
question now, and repairs are about all we can do. The 
recent gift of a piano there is most welcome, and it is a 
very happy situation there now, from every possible view- 
point. 

At the Center School your Board approved the installa- 
tion of a fine hot water system, and it was completely in- 
stalled by December. It assures an adequate supply of 
hot water, just as long as the steam furnace is in opera- 
tion, at both the upstairs washbasin and, equally impor- 
tant, in the basement for the proper cleaning of the 
obsolete lavatory facilities. We also supplied new grates 
to that steam furnace, replacing others which had been 
broken for some time. 

Mr. Fred W. Bardwell has done a fine job as Center 
School janitor. He managed, by placement of some few 
loads of gravel, to dispense with any immediate necessity 
for concrete water shed placement on the building’s South 
side, among other things; and, by the addition of wooden 
strips, to make use of two storm windows I donated for 
which I had no use in my home, they being of odd size. 

One minor result of the War, due to the resulting labor 
shortage, has been difficulty we have encountered in 
having the grass mowed around both buildings. I also 
regret Mr. George Dickinson’s leaving Whately, for many 
reasons including that of his current unavailability as a 
painter of the school buildings. He did consistently fine 
work, and at most reasonable cost. 


PUPIL TRANSPORTATION 


Mr. Fred B. Bardwell succeeded Mr. Dickinson on the 
West Whately bus routes, and our pupil transportation 
continues as a very satisfactory service with Messrs. Wil- 
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liam Heafey, Charles A. Pielock, and William E. Sander- 
son remaining on the other three routings. Their vari- 
ous routes are approved by the State Department of Edu- 
cation and by the Office of Defense Transportation (ODT) 
as one of the results of the union-wide school bus survey 
I was required to make last March. 

All four of Whately’s school bus drivers are responsible » 
persons and proper operators, as required by your Board. 
The busses are maintained at State-set standards of ef- 
ficiency. But I must urge, in view of the very serious 
current tire and fuel situation, that parents of bus-travel- 
ing pupils strictly enjoin their boys and girls to co-oper- 
ate in every possible way with the drivers, to reduce the 
number of starts and stops to a minimum and never to 
make any disturbance calculated to distract the bus driv- 
er’s attention from his job. 

Vehicle-replacement is out of the question these days, 
and the utmost care is requisite if we are to maintain 
transportation for our pupils. It is unfortunate that the 
Northampton bus has to start at approximately 7:30 a.m. 
War Time—actually 6:30 a.m. by Standard Time. But 
my protests to date have achieved no results; merely 
polite acknowledgments. We shall have to endure that 
entirely unwarranted discomfort and hope for the best. By 
keeping the Deerfield High School’s opening time at 9:00 
a.m., War Time, all morning transportation thereto is - 
done in daylight the year around,—a far more comfort- 
able arrangement than in darkness during the winter 
months and better for pupils’ health and performance. 


BEHAVIOR 


The editorial pages of current newspapers contain much 
material which concerns ’teen-age delinquency. This is 
attributed largely to a decrease of children’s safeguard- 
ing, in their homes, in cases where both parents are em- 
ployed; to general unrest among boys and girls who are 
not yet old enough for military service or for real em- 
ployment; and to other and more insidious influences 
deriving from our being at war. 

Remedies advocated are various, and range from com- 
munity-directed recreational projects to a reversion to 
old fashioned disciplinary methods. But the problem is 
here, and warrants a great deal of serious thought as to 
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its solution. My own belief is that much can be accom- 
plished by parents being always cognizant of their chil- 
dren’s whereabouts, and that a greater emphasis be 
placed on their required to have a sufficient ration of 
sleep. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


1. That the simplified form of graduation exercises 
which have given general satisfaction during the 
past two years be continued. 


2. That the Rinehart Functional Handwriting System 
be continued in the elementary grades. Its results 
to date have been generally satisfactory, and amaz- 
ing in some cases. 


That Whately citizens ponder thoughtfully the 
nation-wide problem of school-child delinquency 
which exists now.

4. That applicants for work certificates who are un- 
able to apply for them at my office will appear at 
my home only by appointment; and that each and 
every such applicant shall be equipped previously 
with a birth certificate, a baptismal record is accept- 
able, but it does not always furnish complete data. 


The foregoing are matters which are not quite suit- 
able for inclusion among the many routine problems your 
Board deals with at your meetings. 


CONCLUSION 


I wish to thank your Board’s members for their part 
in my three-year reappointment as your school superin- 
tendent, and for your constant co-operation and your un- 
failing courtesy to me. It is a pleasure to work with you. 


Not much time has been devoted by the schools to 
rationing during 1948; but it has been gratifying to me 
that, after a departure from the schools’ services for the 
issue of Book Three and quite a mess resulting, teachers 
and citizen volunteers were again pre-empted for Book 
‘Four. I am grateful for all that work which was done 
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so well then, and to all members of the school staff for 
their loyalty throughout the year. 


Our pupils’ health has received careful attention; as 
have their scholastic abilities and a limited amount of 
extra-curricular activities. I wish to remind parents, how- 
ever, that a sick child should not be in school as that is a 
detriment to his own and the general well-being; but he 
should be in school during the full school time on all 
other occasions—that is the Law; and it provides very 
few exceptions.

The study of art follows a definite outline which re- 
mains fairly constant. Varied and new ideas and projects 
are readily inserted into this study to keep up with the 
changes in every-day life, and to foster interest in the 
pupil. 

Before we can appreciate and enjoy art in our daily 
living, we must understand what it is. Doing and experi- 
menting creatively, helps us to understand. In this study 
we follow three dimensions: Length, Breadth, and Depth. 

Length deals with thousands of years of art history in 
the past. Breadth means the parallel growth of all the 
forms of art, and the interrelationship of fine arts to 
music, poetry, the dance, drama, and literature. Depth 
deals with the absorption of art into all man’s activities 
and how it helps to mold each civilization. 

Thus, thru our class projects, nature, holiday drawings, 
and art appreciation studies, we hope to develop a high 
standard of esthetic sense in our pupils. 

I wish to thank you at this time, Mr. Osborne, for 
your fine co-operation: and also to thank all other spon- 
sors of this work, and the teachers in the classrooms for 
their fine assistance in carrying through the assigned 
art lessons.

Dear Mr. Osborne: 


I submit herewith my annual report as Supervisor of 
Music in the Whately Schools during 1943. 


There are two opposing schools of thought among 
music educators concerning methods of teaching pyblic 
school music; namely, Reading vs. Rote. During past 
years it has been my aim to teach the individual pupil 
to so learn music reading that he may use that ability 
as a tool to enjoy producing music when out of the school- 
room. During the past school year we leaned towards the 
second school of thought, that of rote work, although 
music reading was still taught. It is my firm belief 
that the former method has more advantages than the 
latter and I have so conducted classes since September. 
Also I am putting a considerable amount of stress on in- 
dividual singing as a means of acquiring poise and as an 
indication of the pupil’s ability to read music. 


Folk dancing is an excellent means of gaining rhythm 
and is likewise a source of much enjoyment. Hitherto, 
folk dancing could best be done during warm weather 
when classes could be held out-of-doors, space being 
limited in the schoolroom. Lately, a room has been cleared 
at East Whately so that it is now possible to make more 
use of folk dancing in the music program. 


The Columbia Broadcasting System is presenting the 
‘C. B. 8. American School of the Air’ daily from 9:15 
to 9:45 a.m. in co-operation with the National Educa- 
tional Association. While each day’s program deals with 
a different subject, the music program takes place on 
each Tuesday and is arranged for elementary, junior and 
senior high schools. I feel that occasionally, at least, 
classes in Whately would enjoy and benefit from listening 
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to these fine educational programs arranged by many 
of the leading educators of our country. 


It is my desire to so teach music in the schools of 
Whately that each pupil has a desire for more and more 
music, both for creating and listening to music. 


Let me take this opportunity, Mr. Osborne, to thank 
you for your kindly interest and co-operation. Also, I 
should like to express my appreciation to the teachers 
who so willingly follow, with their daily work, the weekly 
assignments of the supervisor.

My Dear Mr. Osborne: 


I submit, herewith, my 19438 report as Whately School 
Nurse :— 


One child was given four weeks’ care at the Greenfield 
Health Camp. He is trying earnestly to follow at home 
the health lessons learned at Camp. 


I assisted both the school physician and the dentist 
with the physical and dental examinations and at the 
toxoid and dental clinics. Thirteen children were given 
three treatments each of toxoid for the prevention of 
diphtheria, four others had one or two treatments. Four- 
teen out of one hundred and six children whose teeth 
were examined received dental certificates stating no 
dental work was needed. Thirty-two children attended 
the dental clinic, twenty-eight of whom had all work com- 
pleted. One hundred fifteen dental operations consisting 
of cleanings, fillings and extractions were done. 


Miss Gertrude Hornung, R. N. nursing consultant of 
the State Department of Public Health, assisted with the 
testing by audiometer of the hearing of seventy-two 
children. Many children had some loss of hearing, and 
will be referred to an ear specialist for further examina- 
tion and care. 


Movies were shown on nutrition, feet and posture, 
tuberculosis and safety. 


Whooping cough and measles caused much absence last 
spring. Only two cases of whooping cough occurred this 
fall. 
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Two children were helped materially by the Child Guid- 
ance Clinic care. Their school work has improved defin- 
itely. ; 


The State Department of Public Health recommends 
the use of a new vision testing apparatus which has not 
been available for our use as yet. The vision testing will 
be done as soon as it is available. 


One hundred and five home and forty-five school visits 
were made. 


May I express my sincere appreciation of the ready 
help given me by all those interested in the health of 
these children.

I find the parents of Whately children very cooperative 
and intensely interested in preventive medicine. Many 
children have been immunized against whooping-cough in 
past few months so, I am anticipating a reduction in the 
number of these cases this winter. 

Our Toxin-Anti-toxin treatment clinic was well at- 
tended and as far as I can figure all the pre-school chil- 
dren have been reached. 

It is only through persistent effort, tender care and 
thought that we can bring our boys and girls to a state 
of physical perfection.
